Held by Scientists. 


Corn that grew in Tennessee in pre- 
historic times, possibly before Joseph 
put away his seven years’ supply in 
Egypt, was unearthed recently by W. 
E. Meyer of the Bureau of American 
Ethnology and sent to the United 
States Departm ent of Agriculture for 
identification. 
Lairing recent excavations in David­ 
son county. Tennessee. Mr. Meyer came 
upon a number of stone sinh graven 
containing m ortuary vessels. 
Some of 
those held specimens of chaffed maize 
In fairly good condition. 
From the 
size and shape of the grains It was 
possible to identify tile variety as 
many-rowed tropical flint, a form about 
halfway between true flint and pop­ 
corn. 
The same type of Indian com occurs 
in the West Indies, and there is no 
question in the minds of scientists 
hut that there was a very early cora* 
niunicntinn between the West Indies 
and 
North America. 
Not only com 
hut beans, squashes, pumpkins and 
tobacco are of tropical and subtropi­ 
cal origin. 
The.© staples, now so im portant 
throughout both 
hemispheres, found 
iln-ir way into North America and were 
cultivate*! beyond the Great Lakes in 
Canada long before the discovery of 
America. 
There is abundant evidence 
of communication between the West 
Indies and Florida, and up the Missis­ 
sippi and its tributaries.

The March issue of the “Missouri! 
Road Bulletin,” the official publica-1 
tion of the Missouri Stat# Highway 
Commission, 
under 
the 
caption. 
“New Law Not 
Understood,” 
pub­ 
lished the following article designed 
to 
clear 
away 
misunderstandings 
about state road locations 
and to 
save citizens of 
various 
localities 
who think they want proposed routes 
changed the waste of time and ex­ 
pense making trips 
to Jefferson 
City: 
“Many persons who appear before 
| the State Highw ay Commission are 
under the impression that the relo- j 
cation of highways in this state can 
be accomplished in the old way. A 
number of delegates have appeared 
recently before the commission and 
urged the 
establishment 
of new 
roads entirely outside of the high­ 
way system.' They have been advis­ 
ed by the commission that the new 
Jaw' in the matter of location super­ 
seded the old one and the commis­ 
sion itself 
is 
without 
power 
to 
change any highway already located 
between tow'ns except for engineer­ 
ing reasons, and in doing that they 
are forbidden to increase lh# mile­ 
age of the highway. 
“So far as the establishment of a 
new highway is concerned the com­ 
mission has no more power or auth-1 
ority to do 
that 
than 
the 
local 
county officers, and all appeals 
o fj 
that character are a waste of time to 
both the appellant and the commis­ 
sion. 
“The new' law 
is not 
thoroughly 
understood in some of the counties 
and it should he brought to the at­ 
tention of the people generally 
so 
that such expense as entailed 
by 
trips to Jefferson City could be ob­ 
viated. At the last tw’o hearings by 
the commission delegates were here 
from tw'o counties in the state asking

“Jim” Ellis, the negro chosen by the re­ 
publican bosses as presidential elector in 
g~ 1920 and for whom every self respecting 
republican, man or woman was compelled 
: unknowingly to 
vote 
in order to cast a 
: ballot for Warren G. Harding for presi­ 
dent of the United States, was at the time 
::: he was selected for the place just as no­ 
torious and just as much an underworld 
character as he is today. 
And those who 
selected him knew it. 
Here is the criminal record of Ellis since 
1894. 
In that year his name begins to ap­ 
pear upon the criminal dockets and it is 
* almost uncanny to scan 
this 
record and 
find how he has escaped punishment. 
He 
seems to have crawled out through every 
loop hole known to the law. 
In 1894 in case 2237 on the charge of 
gambling he was convicted and the entry 
shows him discharged under the insolvent 
act. 
Again in 1894 he was charged with as- 
, sault and battery and was acquitted by H. 
N#: 
C. Levins, justice of the peace. 
Twice in 1895 he was arrested charged 
with disturbing the peace and in each case 
appears this entry: 
“Discharged as an in­ 
solvent,” which means that no jail sentence 
was imposed and that his fines could not be 
collected because he was without means. 
In 1896 
a charge 
of 
gambling 
was 
brought against him, but was dismissed for 
want of 
prosecution. 
In 
1898 he was 
charged with assault, tried in justice court 
; and acquitted. 
In 1903 on a charge of gambling on Sun­ 
day he was tried in justice court and ac­ 
quitted. 
In 1915 he was charged in criminal court 
with felonious assault 
The case was fin- 
• ally dismissed for 
lack 
of 
prosecution. 
. Prosecuting witnesses had 
mysteriously 
disappeared. 
Again in 1915 his name appears on the 
^ docket of the criminal court charged with 
: carrying concealed weapons. 
This charge 
was later dismissed, failure of prosecuting 
7 witness to appear. 
In 1919 the charge of keeping a gambl­ 
ing house was filed against him. 
“Failure 
of evidence” is the reason for his being 
.freed on this charge. 
Thus has “Slippery Jim” run the gaunt- 
let of petty crime and lit upon the mountain 
* top always. He has cost the taxpayers hun­ 
dreds of dollars in criminal costs and his 
% greatest punishment seems to have been 
“.that he was walked once around the corri­ 
dor of the jail and then discharged as an 
insolvent. 
2 
As a reward of merit for all this he was 
r made an elector in 1920 and is now the

The seed is very fl- . and should 
be sown thinly and covered lightly.

er and railroad accidents had been 
greatly lowered. 
Tuberculosis cost 
this 
one 
com ­ 
pany $6,500,000 less in 1921 than in 
1920. 
H eart disease cost 
$5,513,000 
more and this, according to Dr. Rav­ 
enel, conies under the preventable or 
postponable class. 
Periodical exam ­ 
inations are lessening the death rate 
from heart disease and lf business 
men and others living too fast a pace 
would resort to m ore exam ination of 
their hearts th ere would 
be a very 
m arked decrease from death due to 
this sort, the doctor says. 
“Cancer, which is also increasing 
throughout the country, 
cost 
$604,- 
000 m ore in 1921 than in 1920.’* Dr.
